Viennese Socialists Dispersed After’ 


Some Trouble. 

Associated Press Leased-wire Service 

VIENNA, Oct. 19.— Ten thousand So- 
cialists met yesterday at the Soflensaal in 
the Landstrasse section of the city. The 
place was not large enough to hold the 
great crowd and hundreds were turned 
away. Dr. Adler made a speech in favor 
of universal suffrage. At the close of the 
meeting those present formed in proces- 
sion and marched to the Stadt Park ring, 
accompanied by hundreds of mounted and 
foot police. As the dense throng was tra- 
versing the Stubenstor bridge, singing and 


shouting, the police made a desperate et- 


fort to disperse the crowd, but failed, and 
the procession continued the march until 
the Ringstrasse in the inner city was 
reach ed. Here a squudron of thirty 
mounted police charged the crowd with 
swords. As the police were charging one 
of the horses fell and a number of other 
horses stumbled over him, 9 their 
riders to the ground. Horses men 
were struggling on the 3 many 
of the Socialists at the head of the pro- 
cession were knocked down.

FOUND A HOLE. 


Well-borers Discover an 
Bottomless Pit. 
4ssociated Press Leased-wire Service. 

MUNCIB (Ind.,) Oct. 19.—The residents 
of Selma and vicinity, six miles east of 
this city, are greatly excited over a dis- 
covery that has been made by @ gas-well 
contractor, Samuel McPherson, of 
city. 

A few days ago, while : McPherson was 
drilling a well there for a natural-gas 
company, his men were greatly alarmed 
when the heavy drill, which weighs 
nearly a ton, took a sudden drop, as if 
into a bottomless pit. It had penetrated 
the earth about one hundred and twenty 
feet when it plunged downward as far as 
the rope would permit. The drill was 
pulled out, lowered again, and 10,000 feet 
of rope was not long enough to reach bot- 
tom. The long pieces of eight-inch casing 
pipe were next lowered, and they, too, 
were lost. The drillers next cut some 
small trees and dropped them into the 
hole, with the same result.

BATTLESHIP | MAINE. 


Capt. ‘Bunce Makes a Report to the 
Navy Department. 
associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—Capt. Bunce, 
commander of the Maine, has made a re- 
port to the Navy Department on the trial 
trip of that vessel last Wednesday. The 
contractors expressed themselves as satis- 
fled. The average speed was 15.95 knots, 
and the highest speed 17.82. There was 
no heating and no hitch of any “kind.

. TIBN-TSIN, Oct. 19.—(By Asiatic Cable.) 
The Norwegian steamer Peik from Shang- 
hai was recently overhauled and séarched 
by a Japanese warship off Shan-Tung 
Promontory.. Nothing that could de 
classed as contraband was found. 

‘The captain of a Norwegian steamer re 
ports that he sighted a fleet of Japanese 
warships thirty tniles off Ta-Ku. The Chi- 
nese fleet, which had been undergoing re- 
pairs at Port Arthur, was ordered to leave 
that port yesterday, October 18. Japanese 
are expected to cross the Ya-Loo River 
at a point thirty miles northeast of Chu- 
Jeang-Cheng, where the Chinese army 
headquarters are situated. Gen. Sing is in 
command of the Chinese forces at that 
place. 

THE PARLIAMENT IN SESSION. 

HIROSCHIMO (Japan,) Oct. 19. — The 
bills introduced at the extraordinary ses- 
sion of parliament, convened by the Mi- 
kado, include, first, a bill calling for spe- 
cial accountancy of extraordinary war ex- 
penses; second, a bill empowering the 
government to borrow money to defray the 
expenses of the war, the maximum amount 
being placed at 100,000,000 yen, and, third, 
the extraordinary budget providing for the 
expenditure for the war of a total of 150. 
000,000 yen, of which 25,000,000 yen will be 
defrayed by the surplus. 

President of the Diet M. Kusomoto, re- 
plying to the speech of the Mikado, 
thanked His Majesty for advancing with 
the imperial standard and for personally 
taking charge of the war, saying the vic- 
| tories were the natural results of this 
action, M. Kusomoto added: “Your Majesty 
.might have considered China was an enemy

BVANSVILLE (Ind.,) Oct. 19.—A num- 
ber of millers of Tennessee, Kentucky, 
Illinois and Indiana are to form an as- 
sociation for the bettering of their busi- 
ness.

Two Americans Killed by a Land- 
slide—An Engineer’s Escape.

IRAPUATO (Mex.,) Oct. 19.—F. G. War- 


ren, a young civil engineer of Cheno, has 
arrived here more dead than alive from a 
journey across the Slerra Madre Moun- 
tains. He started six months ago from 
the City of Oaxaca, and crossed the moun- 
tains to the Port of Salina Cruz. e then 
then proceeded along the coast of Colima, 
where he fell in with two Americans 
named James West and George Crenshaw, 
both of Philadelphia, who were making a 
pleasure tour of Mexico. They proposed 
an overland trip across the mountains to 
the City of Mexico. 

About ten days ago they were passing 
through a mountain gorge in the vicinity 
of Los Colchos, about ninety miles south 
of here, when the raim began to pour 
down in torrents.

THE IVANHOE’S CREW. 


Revenue Cutters are Sent to Search 
for the Missing Men. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—-Assistant Sec- 
retary Hamlin today received telegrams 
from Senator Squire and Editor G. H. 
Hillson of Seattle, Wash., saying that E. 
J. Grant, ex-Minister to Bolivia, and one 
of the owners of the Post-Intelligencer, 
was a passenger on the Ivanhoe, supposed 
to have been lost fifty miles southwest of 
Cape Flattery, off the Washington Coast, 
on September 28, and asking that a search-

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 18.—In obedi-

In obedience to wired instructions from 
Assistant Secretary Hamlin, the revenue 
cutter Corwin hauled into Union-street 
wharf today to coal for curise in search 
of the ship Ivanhoe, now twenty-three 
days out from Seattle with coal. 

The cutter U. 8. Grant has been or- 
dered out from the sound to make a fresh 
search, and both vessels will got away 
in the morning. Capt. Munger, of the 
Corwin, called on Owner Cornwall after 
receiving his orders, and asked for in- 
formation concerning the track of the 
Ivanhoe. Mr. Cornwall said he did not 
believe anything more serious than the 
loss of some sails, and being blown out of 
her course to the ‘westward had happened 
the ship, and opined that the search 
should be made off shore. Capt. Munger, 
however, concluded to search the coast, 
and will proceed north until he makes 
the términus of the Grant’s exploration. 

TUG PIONEER’S CRUISE. 

PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Oct. 19.— 
The tug Pioneer left this morning for a 
cruise along the coast of Vancouver Island 
in quest of news concerning the ship 
Ivanhoe, from Seattle. The cutter Grant 
went outside the cape last Tuesday, but 
retyrned without finding any sign of 
wreckage. 


SEAMEN DESERT. 


The Cruiser Detroit Leaves Newport 
Twenty-five Men Short. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 19.—The Record this 
morning publishes the following special 
“The cruiser 
Detroit, which sailed from New York for 
Newport.a day or two ago, left behind 
about twenty-five of her crew, who had 
deserted while the vessel lay at the navy- 
yard, These desertions were caused in a 
great measure by the overcrowding of the 
men in small and uncomfortable quarters. 
It is said that the Detroit has comfortable 
quarters for about one hundred and fifty 
men, whereas she left here with a crew 
of almost double that number. 

“The dread of the long cruise of 15,000 
miles, which the Detroit is to make, the 
most of which will be on Asiatic stations, 
and the uncertainty regarding the return 
to America, operated to cause the deser- 
tions. There have also been several at- 
tempts to desert from the Montgomery, 
now lying at Norfolk, due to alleged ill- 
treatment which the men received at the 
hands of her commander. One of the 
crew who tried to desert, but was de- 
tected, told a reporter that the commander 
of the Montgomery would severely pun- 
fish the men for the most trifling offense.”

They had not eaten for twenty-four 
hours, and were thoroughly travel- 

rn. In these dark rooms they 
stood all night, shivering with cold, 
hungry, thirsty, tired and tormented 
by vermin. Next morning the French 
Vice-Consul, Henri Puyo, and the 
Spanish Vice-Consul, Senor Lambarri. 
appeared and asked to see them, 
which was granted. 

On being informed of what had oc- 
curred Senor Machias said they were 
detained by order of the Prefect as 
forcign spies, and that they would not 
be released until the charge was dis- 
proved. Upon the Consul having men- 
tioned that this would entail diplo- 
matic trouble. Senor Machias an- 
swered that they should follow diplo- 
matic claims if they wished to see 
how little importance they in Cuyaco 
attached to them. The Consuls in- 
sisted, and they were finally released 
on condition that they leave Cuyaco 
the next day. which was accepted as 
the only alternative. They were then 
told that Senor Jaregui had accom- 
panied them simply to hand them 
over as prisoners in Cuyaco. On their 
return journey McManus was taken 
ill, owing to loss of food and his im- 
prisonment, and is still suffering from 
the effects of that illness.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 19.—The clev- 
| erest forger that has been captured in this 
city for a year or more was adjudged in- 
gane and sent to the asylum at Ukiah on 
Wednesday without the knowledge of the 
prosecuting attorney or the police authort- 
ties. 

The man who has thus escaped justice 
is Gustave Sandick, who was arrested on 
July 27 last for numerous forgeries com- 
mitted in this city and Oakland. So far 
as the records show, Sandick’s attormey, 
George Hayford, went before Judge Heb- 
bard on Monday and swore to a warrant 
charging his client with insanity. The 
next day Sandick was brought before the 
Judge and the insanity commissioner, and, 
after a brief examination, and on the 
statement of Hayford that the man had 
twice been in an asylum in some other 
part of the world, he was adjudged insane. 
He wak confined in a padded cell in the 
Receiving Hospital on “Tuesday night, and 
early Wednesday moming he was hurried 
away to the asylum at Ukiah. 

Those who had charge of the matter 
were careful that no knowledge of the 
proceedings should come to the ears of the 
Chief of Police or the detectives, and they 
supposed that the prisoner was safely 
locked in his cell in the County Jail until 
informed of the facts by a newspaper 
man. Sandick’s operations in this city 
were, 80 far as known, confined to one 
day in the early part of last November. 
After banking hours, on Saturday after- 
moon, he went into Max Shirpsér’s jew- 
elry store at No. 910 Market street, and 
purchased a watch for $14. In payment 
he tendered a,certified check on the k 
of California for $28.70. The chéck was 
made payable to Henry Finkleman, and 
was drawn by Ed Farss, both fictitious 
personages. Across the certified stamp 
had been written. the name of Thomas 
Brown, cashier of the bank. The check 
was accepted, and Sandick was given $14.70 
in change. 

The same afternoon Sandick visited 
other places, made small purchases, and 
tendered checks similar to the first in 
payment. Ed Lichtenstein, the pawn- 
broker, sold the forger a watch for $20

California. He finally returned to this 
city and attempted to pass a check on a 
Aruggist in the Mission. The matter was 
reported to Capt. Lees, and two days later 
Sandick was arrested by Detective Sey- 
mour and Policeman Herve in a tallor- 
shop, where he had offered a suit : of 
clothes. He is fairly good looking and 
dresses like a clerk or petty merchant. 
At his preliminary trial in the Police 
Court Sandick was held to answer to the 
Superior Court on three charges of forg- 
ery. Since that time he has been con- 
fined in the County Jall awaiting trial. 

Sandick’s operations were not confined 
to this city and Oakland. It is definitely 
known that business men in almost every 
city and town. of any size in California 
have been victimized by him, and the 
amount of money raised by him an forged 
checks during the pas: eighteen months 
reaches into thousands of dollars. 

„He is one of cleverest forgers that ever 
struck this city,’’ said Detective Scymour.

“No one but an exceptionally clever man 
could beat such men as were taken in by 
Sandick in this city. A day or so before 
his arrest he cleared up $400 or $500 by 
means of passing forged checks.“ . 

A HARD-FOUGHT TRIAL.

A DEATH-TRAP. 


Bark Adalguisa’s Crew Prefers Grave | 
Charges Against Her Owners. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service, 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 19.—The bark 
Adalguiza, from Callao for Humboldt, put 
into this port today in a disabled condition. 

e was launched in 1856, and since that 
date, the crew says, not a cent has been 
spent for repairs. Mate Richard Roberts 
says the bark’s owners, Buchelli & Loera, 
deliberately planned to wreck the ship, 
which was heavily insured, and to drown 
the crew. He says the eailors were all 
shipped under fictitious. names, so that 
they could never be traced: The ship was 
provided with dummy provisions and wa- 
ter for only thirty days. 

The bark sailed from Callao on July 29, 
and if rain had not supplied water, the 
crew must have perished with thirst. A 
big box labeled provisions, when opened 
was found to contain nothing but scraps 
of iron, shavings and oil cans. Every man 
in the crew was of a different nationality. 
When ‘they arrived in port they were 
fearfully emaciated with hunger. The 
mate says the only sound thing about 
the bark ie the ship’s boat, one which the 
owners planned that the captain and mate. 
could escape in. The Peruvian Consul 
will not allow the vessel to leave port. 
She is totally unseaworthy, and will be 
sold to pey the crew. The cargo of lum- 
ber from Humboldt will never be shipped.

INDICTMENTS AGAINST 
SANTA FE OFFICIALS. 
Charged With Violations of the In 


terstate Commerce Law—They 
Gave Rebates to Heavy 


Shippers.

CHICAGO, Oct. 19.—Indictments against 
six officials and #x-officials of the Santa, 
Fe railroad system were returned today 
for violations of the interstate commerce 
law. The authorities refuse to give names. 
The indictments are the result of the in- 
vestigation of the charges that the Santa 
Fe paid a million in rebates to shippers 
Nelson Morris, the largest cattle shipper 
in the world; General. Manager Jenkins of 
the Hammond Beef Company, Isaac Thomp- 
son of Kansas City; J. W. Reinhart, for- 
merly president of the Santa Fe road, and 
J. Hanloy, general freight agent of the 
Santa Fe road. There are seven indict- 
ments against these five men. 

It was stated this afternoon that two of 
the indictments were for Nelson Morris 
and J. W. Reinhart. The indictments 
against President Reinhart allege that in 
April and in October, 1892, he, while pres- 
ident of the company, paid a rebate of 
$5 per car to Isaac Thompson of Kansas 
City on several hundred carloads of live- 

shipped th Chicago. Mr. Reinhart 
is also charged with paying rebates to 
C. H. Hammond & Co. of Hammond, Ind., 
on large shipments of stock. The indict- 
ment against Nelson Morris charges the 
paoker with having received a rebate from 
Reinhart. The indictment alleges that he 
shipped stock from Kansas City to Chi- 
cago under a special rate allowed him by 
the president of the company at 340 per 
car, which was $16.60 per car less than the 
rate the company was giving in tariffs 
filed by the latter with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. Attorney Shields, who 
conducted the investigation, said the other 
three indicted men were not prominent 
and he feared they would run away if

RESTRICTING FREE TRANSPORTA- 

TION. 

ST. LOUIS, Oct. 19.— The agreement 
reached by the executive board of the 
Western and Southwestern railroads, re- 
garding the restriction of free transporia- 
tion for che year 1895, covers the territory 
within the jurisdiction of the Western 
Freigh: Association, and the Western 
Trunk-line Committee, and probably be- 
fore it becomes effective the Utah and 
all the Texas Southwestern lines will - 
operate, so that all roads west and south- 
west cf the Mississippi will be united in 
a Strong effort to cut down the passenger 
limits for the coming year. The Southern 
Pacific is alsqa party to the agree mens. 

The intent ef the agreement is to limit 
the issuance of free tramsportation, an- 
nual time and trip passes, milestze ticke:s 
and all forms of free or reduced tran.spor- 
tation, is to be issued to inf dus!- 
ness in either the freight cr passenger le- 
partments. 

In general, the pclicy will ve to decline 
to issue annual or time passes to agents 
or conductors of connecting nes, or mem- 
bers of their families (except upon the 
request of the president, vice-president, 
general manager or general superintendcont 
of lines, parties to the agreement,) to rep- 
resentatives ce street cr cable lines, re p- 
,resentabives cf foreign lines, coal 
Agents, coal agents, or other commercial 
representatives, refrigerator, tank and ail 
other private car Ines not owned or con- 
trolied by the line, is subject to the agree- 
ment. 

The exchange of passes shall not be 
made to apply to lines of less than twenty- 
five miles in length unless directly con- 
nected with membership lines and for 
lines less than ore hundred miles in 
length, only, passes shall be issue. Busi- 
ness men or shippers, or those in a posi- 
tion to influence business shall not be fur- 
nished with free transportation as donds- 
men in local or auxiliary companies, nor 
shall shippers of any kind be placed on 
the payrolis for the purpose of furnixhing 
transportation. An Executive Committee 
has been formed of which Commissioner 
Midgley ‘is chairman and the membership 
composed of two menaging officers cf the 
lines at each of the following terminal. 
points: Chicago, St. Louis, Kangzs City, 
Omaha, Sc. Paul, Denver, 0 

The members at each terminal point 
will act as a sub-committee to pass upon 
all applications for passes originating in 
the respective territories and a daily re- 
ports hall de made of all applications to 
the chairman. A managing officer, how- 
ever, will bave authority to issue a pass 
on duly notifying the chairman that he 
has done 80. 

The sentiment of some of the members 
of the committee was decidedly in favor 
of wiping out free transportation entirely, 
but no minority report was rendered, as it 
was known that the foregoing modified. 
report would receive unanimous support. 
It was drawn up much in the linos of the 
anti-passenger agreement cf 1894, which 
died before the snow was off the ground 
from an aggravated attack of bad faith.

Flower Farming. 


The Agricultural Gazette of New South 
Wales contains an interesting report of 
some experiments in extracting the per- 
fume from flowers. It was found that 
from Bouvardia HuYpboldtii, which had not 
up to the present used for manufac- 
turing purposes, a powerful yet delicate 
perfume can be extracted, which pos- 
sessés all the requisite qualities as a 
body for first-class bouquet. Carnations ' 
vie a very powerful and lasting fra- 
grance, which proves of great service as 
an imgredient for perfumes of var ed 
quality, while varieties of perennial phiox 
yielded a very peculjar, distinct and val- 
uable odor, hitherto unknown to per- 
fomers. The experiment showed that the 
ordinary pe-fume plants can be cultivated 
in New South Wales with profit, 
that many cultivated flowers which are 
not worked elsewhere for perfumes, de- 
velop in that region new and unique odors 
which ought to command a place in the 
markets of the world, while the abundant 
native flora offers many epecies that might 
be brought into cultivation with profit for 
perfumery purposes and give odors of 
special value.

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO 
| THE CONSTITUTION. 


On next election day the voters of 
California will be called upon to ex- 
press their views upon no less than 
nine proposed amendments to the Con- 
stitution of the State. 

It may well be questioned whether 
it is a wise provision to have such 
amendments voted upon during the 
heat and struggle of a State and 
county election, especially when there 
are so many to be considered at once. 
By the time election day comes 
around the minds of voters are not, 
as a rule, entirely in a, condition to 
give a temperate and impartial con- 
sideration to questions of a non-polit- 
fea} eharacter. To add to the compli- 
cation in this case the numbers given 
in the proclamation are different from 
those which will appear in the official 
ballot, and in the proposed amend- 
ments as published there is nothing to 
indicate what changes they would 
make in the law as it at present ex- 
ists. Under such circumstances it is. 
the duty of the press to familiarize 
voters as much as possible with the 


nature of the proposed amendments | 


in order that they may be prepared 
to vote intelligently upon them. In 
the following list, giving the objects 
which it is proposed to accomplish by 
the amendments, the numbers and 


titles are printed as they will appear 


in the official ballot, preceded by the 
number in the proclamation: _ 

(3.) Assembly Constitutional Amend- 
ment No. 7. An entirely new pro- 
vision for the exemption of young fruit 
and nut-bearing trees and vines, un- 
der three years of age, from taxa- 
tion. A good provision, which is 
likely to encourage the improvement 

‘of country. land, too much of which is 
pow held idle in large tracts. 

(1.) Assembly Constitutional Amend- 
ment No. 8. This:is an amendment of 
sec. 1, Art. II, relating to suffrage. 
It adds to the present qualifications a 
requirement that the voter shall be 
able to read and write. An exception 
is made of persons now 60 years of 
age, of persons physically disabled, 
and of persons who already have the 
right to vote. This is in accordance 
with the generally prevailing opinion 

im favor of a more close examination 
of those who seek the privileges of 
citizenship. In these days of general 
education so moderate a provision 
certainly entails no hardship. 5 
(.) Assembly Constitutional Amend- 

ment No. 12. This changes sec. 17 of 
Art. I relating to the rights of aliens 
to hold real estate in California. For- 
eign capital has been and is active in 
developing the resources of the State, 
investing largely in irrigation bonds 
and in lands subject to irrigation, 
which it has hitherto been found diffi- 
cult to get our own people to take hold 
of on a large scale. It is doubtful 
whether the people of California are 
yet quite prepared to approve a law 
which would check such expenditures. 

“The amendment should be defeated. 
It is not as if these lands were held 
in large unimproved tracts, as is the 
case in some of the cattle States. The 
only way in which foreigners can get 
their money back in California is by 
disposing of the land in small tracts. 
However, no matter what the opinion 
of voters may be on the general is- 
sue, the wording of this amendment 


is so vague that it would certainly 


be a dengerous thing to adopt in its 
present form. It is as follows: 


“Sec. 17. Foreigners of the white 
race, or of African descent, eligible 
to become citizens of the United 
“States under the naturalization laws 
3 while bona fide residents of 

te, shall have the same rights 

in — to the acquisition, posses- 
sion, enjoyment, transmission and in- 
heritance of all property, other than 
* real estate, as native born citizens; 
provided, that such aliens owning real 
estate at the time of adoption of this 
amendment may remain such owners; 
> and provided further, that the Legis- 
lature may, by statute, provide for 
the disposition of real estate which 


all hereafter be acquired Dy such 


Allens by descent or devise.” | 


This is altogether too ambiguous. 


The amendment is not a good one. 

(8.) Assembly Constitutional Amend- 
went No. 31. This proposes to add to 
* the State Board of Education, as now 
constituted, the president of the Unt 


| Yersity of California and the professor, 


Of pedagogy in that institution. There 
is mo apparent reason why a couple 


of pédagogues might not with advan-’ 


tage be added to the Board of Kduca- 
som. As a rule, there is too much 
politics and too little in the 
Of those bodies.

a ment No. 7. Increases the members 


of the State Board of Equalization 
from five to seven—one from each 
Congress district. This board deals 
with large interests and any 
change that makes it more difficult 
for it to be handled by tax-shirkers 
is in the interest of honest tax-payers. 
(2.) Senate Constitutional Amend- 
ment No. 14. Provides that the Legis- 
lature may enact a general law under 
which new counties may be formed 
in future. A good-enough amend- 
ment; but any law that may be en- 
acted in accordance therewith should 
put up the bars, not let them down 
unconditionally, because the craze for 
the creation of new counties needs a 
check. 

(7.) Senate Constitutional Amend- 
ment No. 16. Includes in existing 
exemptions from taxation property 
used for free public libraries and free 
An unobjectionable pro- 
vision. 

(5.) Senate Constitutional Amend- 
ment No. 17. This repeals the pro- 
vision relating to consolidated city 
and county governments which re- 
quires that cities of over 100,000 in- 
habitants shall have city counci s 
with two branches. The amendment 


would permit San Francisco to have 


a’ new charter under the single legis- 
lative body which now governs: that 
city. 

Senate constitutional Amend- 
ment No. 20. Provides that members 
of the Legislature, who now receive 
$7 per day with mileage and $25 for 
contingent expenses, shall receive 
$1000 for the term, with the same 
mileage’ arid the same amount for ex- 
penses. There are a good many peo- 
dle who will think that $1000 is a 
rather high price for the average Cali- 
fornia legislator of recent years, al- 


though it would be cheap enough for 


a good man. Perhaps the change 
might enable us to secure a better 
article. The payment of a lump sum 
is an improvement on the per diem 
system, as it removes the temptation ' 
to extend sessions unreasonably. This 
State suffers from too much. legisla- 
tion, as a rule. 

From the above statement citizens 
will be able to form opinions that 
should assist them in voting intelli- 
gently on the proposed amendménts. '

There isa movement on foot among 
some of our Los Angeles citizens which 
should, and undoubtedly will, grow 
in favor, having for its object the 
divorce, as far as possible, of the edu- 
cntional department of the city from 
politics. If ever there was a time 
when some such step was necessary 
j it is at present. Seldom has so per- 


| | toot a combination of lack of char- 


acter and lack of ability been wit- 
nessed as we find it today in the per- 


+sonnel of our Board of Education, the 


majority of whom have. earned the 
well-merited contempt of decent citi- 
zens. We have seen one member of 
this body going around before elec- 
tion and saying that he needed the 
oftice for the support of his fami'y, 
and more recently we have seen an- 
other member, whose private office 
appears to have been a combination 
of assignation-house and oggerx. 
eonvieted of having taken advantage 
of a wayward girl. Meantime, stories 
of favoritism and venality in school 
affairs are heard on all sides, and ‘for 
over a year teachers have had to for- 
telt a portion of their salaries in dis- 
counting their salary warrants. 

Such a condition of affairs would be 
bad enough in a frontier mining town. 
It is thoroughly disgraceful in a city 
which prides itself upon its intelli- 
gence and advancement, and will un- 
doubtedly result in causing a great 
majority of our respectable citizens 
to waive all political prejudices in 
voting for members of the Board of 
| Education at the coming municipal 
election. - Should neither of the politi- 
cal parties nominate acceptable men 
it will be an easy ‘matter to choose— 
and elect—a non-partisan board, com- 
posed of citizens who, even if not 
specially adapted to the task of gov- 
erning the educational department of 
a large city, at leust pcssess ordinary 
honesty and a fair, plain education.

Whether or not it may be decided 
to eliminate politics altogether from 
the city election, there can be no 
question that at least two depart-

is properly a part—and the police 
should be,taken out of the political 
whirlpool, and incumbents of offices 
in those branches chosen solely from 
the standpoint $f fitness and, integrity. 
The only people who are likely to 
seriously oppose such a policy are 
those who know they would have no 
chance when judged wy such a 
standard. 


ROGERS’S RANT. 

One L. W. Rogers, of the late A. R. U., 
addressing a crowd of Populists in 
Chicago recently, said: 

“There are classes and castes in the 
United States as well as in England. 
On the one side are the rich, on the 
other side the poor; on the one hand 
stands plutocracy, on the other the 
laboring man robbed of his honest 
toll: on the one hand wealth, on the 
other abject poverty.” 

Like other hare-brained, wild-eyed, 
anarchistic shriekers and _ shirkers, 
this man Rogers overlooks the most 
important factor of the question which 
he essays to discuss. It is quite true 
that we have in this nation some very 
wealthy persons and some very poor 
persons. So has every civilized na- 
tion on the surface of the globe. 80 
long as men’s natures, tastes, habits 
and opportunities differ, so long will 
the sharp contrasts of varying 
fortune be present in the world. 
Legislation cannot change these con- 
ditions until it is able to remodel 
human nature. 

But the number of very wealthy 
persons on the one hand, and of very 
poor persons on the other, in the 
United States, is comparatively small. 
These 2 extreme classes, taken to- 
gether, cohstitute not more than one- 
fourth of the total population, and 
probably less. Between these ex- 
tremes of condition is the great mid- 
dle class. This latter class comprises 
the bone and muscle, the flesh and 
blood and nerves and brain and con- 
science of the body politic.- This 
class, though composed neither of the 
very rich nor very poor, is prosperous, 
clear-sighted, conservative and patri- 
otic. This class constitutes the prom- 
ise, the hope, and the solid substance 
of the nation.

Federal Courts. 

JUDGE ROSS’S.. DECISION IN THE 
POSTAL TELEGRAPH OASE. 

In the matter of the Mercantile Trust 
Company egainst the Atlantic and Pacific 
Railroad Company, Judge Ross, in the 
United States Circuit Court yesterday di- 
rected the entering of an order compelling 
the receivers of the road to afford the ta- 
ciljties asked for by the Postal Telegraph 
Company, upon just compensation. After 


Citing certain cases which are analogous 


to the one under consideration, the court 


says: 

“The contention of the Western Union 
‘elegraph Company is that the Atlantic 
and Pacific Railroad pany can law- 
fully withhold all of the facilities asked 
tor by the Postal Telegraph Company, 
and it is upon that construction of the con- 
tract that the receivers. deny to the Postal 


Company the facilities in question.

pany. The Atlantic and Pecific Railroad 
Company. was not incorporated for any 
such purpose. 

“The eleventh section of the act under 
which the road was incorporated provided 
that the company so incorporated shall be 
a post route and military road, subject to 
the use of the United States for postal, 
military, naval and all other government 
service, and also subject to such regula- 
tions as Congress may impose restricting 
the charges for such government transpor- 
tation. And by the 20th section of the 
act it was provided ‘That, the better to 
accomplish the object of this act, namely, 
to promote the public interest and welfare 
by the construction of said railroad and 
‘telegraph line, and keeping the same in 
working order, and to secure to the gov- 


 ermment at all times, but particularly in 


time of war, the use and benefits of the 


same for postal, military and other purpo- 


ses, Congress may at any time, having 
due regard for the rights of said Atlantic 
and Pacific Ratiroad Company, add to, 
alter, amend, or repeal this act. 

“The Atlantic and Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany was thus created and made a great 


highway of communication with the 
declared ob of promoting the 
public interest and welfare. There 


a syllable’ in the act 
indicating that it was intended by Con- 
gress to be used as an instrument for the 
building up or fostering of any monopoly 
of any character, or that it should be per- 
mitted to do any act inconsistent with the 
objects for which it was created. If it 
may lawfully withhold facilities for the 
transportation of material and supplies for 
the erection of a line or lines of telegraph 
which may come into competition with 
some other line, no reason is perceived 
why it may not also withhold facilities for 
the transportation of any other kind of 
‘freight in the interest of some one or more 
favored persons or corporations. .The At- 
lantic and Pacific Railroad Company is a 
common carrier, and common carriers must 
de kept open to all alike under like cir- 
cumstances and conditions. What ihe con- 
siderations were that induced the Atlantic 
and Pacific Company to make the stipula- 
tion in question is ‘immaterial. Its purpose 
plainly was to prevent competition. In the 
present age of progress the telegraph is as 
essential to the needs and comforts of 
the public as the railroads themselves. 
„The Atlantic and Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany being a common carrier, is bound to 
afford every telegraph company, as well as 
every. other company or person, equal 
transportation facilities under like circtkn- 
stances and conditions, and its agreement 


to withhold from any other com- 

or rson than the West- 
ern Union Telgraph Company such 
facilities is, in my opinion, at 


variance with the declared purposes for 
which that company was created, against 
‘public policy, in restraint of trade, and 
void: There being no valid contract pre- 
venting it, there can certainly be no valid 
reason why the receivers should not dis- 
tribute the poles and other material be- 
tween stations for a just compensation.

THE MALDONADO CASES. 
Judge Ross, in the United States Cir- 
cult Court yesterday, dismissed the peti- 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus in the 
case of Victor and Francis Maldonado. 
These men were accused of having placed 
obstructions on the Terminal Rallway's 
track, between here and Pasadena. They 
were tried in the Superior Court and 
foulid guilty, and Judge Smith 
in the penitentiary, An appeal was taken 
to the Supreme Court, which affirmed the 
sentence. The petition in the Circuit 
Court for the release of the prisoners was 

upon technicalities. Judge Ross 
held that the Superior Court of the State 
has jurisdiction of the parties.. In the aft- 
ernoon the attorneys for the two Maldo- 
nadcos sued out a writ in the Superior 
Court, alleging that they are unlawfully 
held in custody by the Sheriff on an ille- 
gal commitment. The writ was made re- 
turnable before Judge Van Dyke Tues- 
dey week at 2 o’clock. 

STRIKERS’ CASES DISMISSED. 

In the United States District Court yes- 
terday the cases of Thomas Rutledge, 
William Farley and John Kelly, who had 
been indicted during the late strike for ob- 
structing the passage of the mail, were, 
on motion of United States Attorney Denis, 
dismissed. The reason of this action was 
that the government was unable to find 
the principal witness against the accused, 
and that without him there was no show 
of securing a conviction. The defendants 
‘were ordered discharged by Judge Ross. 

ADMITTED TO PRACTICE. 

The United States Circuit Court was in 
session yesterday, Judge Ross presiding. 
Charles Frederick Carrier was, on motion 
of George H. Gould, Esq., and presenta- 
tion of his certificate from the Supreme 
Court of California, admitted to practice.

Why not Grow More Liquorice Réot. 


‘(California Fruit-grower:) Licorice is 
consumed in great quantity in this coun- 
try, and all of the roots imported could be 
produced on the Pacific Coast. Some flelds 
of licorice are grown in San Joaquin 
county, this State, but the cultivation of 
this valuable crog might . probably be 
greatly extended’ with good results. For 
the year ending with last June the imports 
pf licorice roots were 70,158,301 pounds, 
valued at $1,209,728; and for the previous 

ear 93,002,250 pounds, valued at $1,688,- 

6. It will be seen that the average 
value of the licorice rogts imported (mostly 
from Spain) was for the two years given, 
about 1.7 cents per pound, or say $34 per 
ton. It is alleged to be a profitable crop 
to grow in suitable localities, and if so 
there would be a demand in the United 
States for the product of say 20,000 acres, 
estimating the cropfat two tons of roots 
per acre.

“At the present time there is quite a 
rage among Los Angeles investors for 
building flats. Tais Class of property, at 
the ruling rates for material and the 
ground, will at present pay good returns, 
but whether these conditions will continue 
is a question which only the future will 
determine. In Bastern cities the demand 
for flats has kept up for many years, 
and they appear to have reached a stage 
of permanency which can be safely cal- 
culated upon. But the conditions here 
and there are entirely different, and we do 
not believe in our climate this class of 
domiciles will ever, become popular for 
the permanent residences of any consider- 
able portion of the community. During a 
portion of the year, when the city ds full 
of temporary sojourners, there will un- 
doubtedly be a demand for this kind of 
property, but those of our people who 
remain here all the time will prefer to 
occupy detached dwellings. In more north- 
ern cities the flat offers an opportunity 
to enjoy the conveniences of modern dweli- 
ings at a low cost, but even there the se- 
cret of their prosperity arises from the 
fact that the heavy expense of fuel to 
warm the buildings is greatly reduced, 
and the expense for janitors’ service is 
lost in the amount saved on rent. In a 
clbmate where for eight months in a year 
indoor life is compulsory, these are un- 
portant items, and the short season, when 
the .outdoor surroundings of a home are 
appreciated, make it a matter of minor im- 
portance. But here the conditions are en- 
tirely different. The ease and cheapness 
with which a homo can be surrounded 
by flowers, and frult, and the 
further fact that these attractions can be 
enjoyed every day in the year, tends to 
cultivate in the heart of every I 
of the family a desire to occupy a detached 
dwelling, where ample room is afforded to 
cultivate this almost universa) taste for 
floriculture. 

“Another objection to the flat, as con- 
structed here, is the danger from fire 
from outside causes. It is the custom of 
our people, as a general rule, to use gas- 
oline or oil stoves for cooking. Of course, 
each one believes that his particular stove 
is safe, but nevertheless the list of fires 


less, and people 
are loth to live where, in addition to the 
danger attending the use of their own 
stove, they are also in danger from the 
recklessness of half a dozen servants in 


of wood, with no fire walls, so that an 
accident in one tenement endangers the 
safety of the entire building.

Dr. A. Gonan Doyle, who arrived in this 
country a week ago, as come ostensibly 
to deliver a series of lectures, but the real 
object of his visit is to travel through the 
United States. If the well-known novel- 
ist 18 curious to see America, he may rest 
assured that the public here is equally 
anxious to make his acquaintance. 

Of that group of vigorous Scotchmen 
who are just now delighting the literary 
world, no single one possesses a more in- 
teresting personality than Dr. Doyle. Al- 
though but 33 yéars of age, his historical 
romances and thrilling detective stories 
have earned him a phenomenal reputation.

Dr. Doyle himself frankly acknowledges 
that this unique character was inspired 
by Dr. Joseph Beil of Edinburgh, one of 
the professors at the Scotch University. 
While he could scarcely be called the 
original of Sherlock Holmes, yet Dr. Bell's: 
singular genius for noting details and 
from them forming a chain of circumstan- 
tial. evidence, certainly gave Doyle the 
clew to his now famous hero. A theory 
which Dr. Bell constantly advanced was 
that any really good doctor ought to be 
able to tell before a patient has fairly sat 
down just about what is the matter with 
him or her.

He said: “We talk so 
much about art that we tend to forget 
what this art was ever invented for. It 
was to amuse mankind—to help the sick 
and the dull and the weary. If Scott and 
Dickens have done this for millions, they 
have done well by theirart. Where would 
Gulliver and Don Quixote and Dante and 
Goethe be if our sole object was to draw 
life exactly as it exists. No; the object 
of fiction is to interest, and the best fic- 
tion is that which interests most. If you 
can interest by drawing life as it is, do so.

“TI think the age of fiction is coming—the 
age when religious and social and political 
changes will all be effected by means of 
the novelist.

Protection of Fruit in Cars. 

In a circular issued by the Weather Bu- 
reau, Department of Agriculture, Wash- 
ington, some valuable information is fur- 
nished to shippers of perishable freight. 
In making such shipments, there are 
“three principal objects to be attained. 
First, protection from frosts; second, pro- 
tection from excessive heat; third, circu- 
lation of air through the car, to carry 
off the gases generated by the fruits. 

The ‘temperatures at which perishable 
goods. would be damaged vary greatly 
with different commodities, their condition 
when shipped, how long they may be ih 
transit, whether they are Kept continually 
in motion, etc. Injury can occur from 
long exposure to a temperature but little 
below 32 deg. or from a shorter exposure 
to a greater cold. Oranges slightly frozen, 
when placed in a cool room and thawed 
out gradually, are sweetened, but when 
frozen solid and thawed they have a 
“sickish” sweet flavor. When oranges 
have been frozen they can be thawed

Southern California is rapidly becoming 
a formidable rival of Santa Clara county 
in the prune’ industry. In an interesting 
article on California prunes the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle.shows that the point that 
California growers and shippers are trying 
to make with the Eastern consumers is 
that the California prune is a cured fruit 
rather than dried. The difference is a 
material one, and, if rightly appreciated, 
would result permanently and largely to 
the advantage of our productions. The cli- 
mate of California permits of sun-ouring, 
whereas, other prune-producing countries 
have to depend on kiln-drying. To compare

More 
than 7,700,000 packages of seed were sent 
out, so that they cost something like 2 
cents a paper, besides the expense of trans- 
porting through the mails more than 275 


was made a few years later to aid him in 
this object, which at that time may have 
been praiseworthy. The money was voted 
for the purpose of giving the farmers and 
gardeners of the country an opportunity 
to try seeds which were new, so as to as- 
certain whether they had any practical 
value over those already in use. But of 
the 387 varieties sent out last year manv 
of them were so common and well known 
that they hardly required the formality of 
printing their names upon the package. 

The abuse has grown to its present di- 
mensions 4n the face of constant ‘protest, 
since there never was any excuse for send- 
ing seeds of turnips or cabbage, which 
could be bought at any.country store, and 
even this outrageous violation of the in- 
tent of the law has been carried on with 
fraudulent accompani that is, very 
often. the. seed of common plants which 
has been sent out has been worthless, and 
oftener than not it has been purchased at 
extravagant prices. To justify the. prac- 
tice it was urged that it was worth while 
to test common seeds in different regions 
to ascertain their relative local value, and, 
therefore, the various packages distributed 
contained plainly printed requests that the 
receiver should make trial of the seed en- 
closed and report the results to the de- 
partment. The chief of the division, as- 
suming that five papers were sent to each 
person,. estimates the number of recipients 
of the seed at about 1,500,000 persons. In 
spite of the fact that every one of these 
was ‘requested to give an account of his 
experience, so that an intelligent report 
might be furnished the following year, less 
than one out of a thousand acknowledged 
the courtesy of the government by sending 
a line to Washington. These few repcrts 
were couched in vague and indefinite lang- 
uage, and conveyed no useful information 
as to the time of planting, character of 
soil, method of cultivation or adaptability 
to climate, and they were considered 80 
utterly useless that they have never been 
published.

Acid and Sweet Fruit. 


(American Cultivator:) The word sour“ 
applied to apples and other fruits when 
ripe, as distinguished from sweet, is mis- 
leading. All ripened fruits, however acid 
they may taste, have more or less sugar 
in their composition. It is this that gives 
them substance and richness. But this 
sugar may be overlaid with an acid 
flavor, ard the fruit is then mistakenly 
called sour,“ when acid“ would be the 
better word. The amount of sugar that 
apples have determines their value for 
cider making and the same in grapes for 
wine uaking. The rusvet apole is very 
rich, though ft has an acid reacticn. Cider 
made from it is also rich, and makes the 
best of vinegar. In wine making tome 
of the grapes that are acid, as the Ca- 
tawba, have a much higher percentage 
than kinds that are sweet to the taste, 
like Creveling, or the still more tasteloss 
Adirondac. Most persons unused to grapes 
on tasting Oreveling or Adirondac will 
pronounce them as good as can be. But 
let them once taste a well-ripened Ca- 
tawba or Iona, and then try the kinds first 
named. The latter will be pronounced in- 
sipid. Sweet fruit without acid soon cloys 
the appetite. Combine it with acid, and 
the more sugar it contains, the greater’ 


More Potash for Orchards. 
(American Cultivator:) The apple crop 
this year is much smaller than it promised 


fruit, which make the tree unable to per- 
fect the amount of fruit it has set. From 
the earliest summer we have had reports 
by correspondents in all the apple-growing 
regions that apples were either not setting 
well, or after setting fen off so rapidly 
that the crop must necessarily be greatly 
lessened. Some fafTing off at the time the 
apple becomes heavy enough to turn its 
blossom.end downward is always to be ex- 
pected. That must make a bad wrench at 
the base of the stem and is likely to loosen 
it. But the loss of fruit continued after 
this time had passed, especially in the or- 


leaf blight, But the question recurs why 
is it that this disease is so much more 
prevalent than it was years ago, when 
fruit was a certain erop that required little 
care. We believe tie answer must be that 
leaf blight is only a symptom of the dis- 
ease, and that the common lack of mineral 
elements, and especially potash, is the 
cause.

Live Stock in Great Britain. 

(English Exchange:) A preliminary

204 head. Not since 1889 has the number 
of cattle fallen to so low a total as the 
present, while in the twenty-eight years 
which have elapsed since returns were 
first collected, sheep have only on three oc- 
casions been represented by so small a 
number as the current one. A closer in- 
spection of the newly-published figures 
serves to show that the section of cattle of 
1 to 2 years old is the one that has suf- 
fered most. Calves were perforce hurried 
to market in such numbers last year that 
there is a deficit amounting to 137.378 head
